To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chelmsford  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 present  for  your  consideration  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
covering  the  year  1961. 

The  increasing  complexity  of  modern  life  and  the  rising  costs 
of  public  services  demands  that  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  and 
effort  should  be  made  in  order  to  get  the  best  value  for  money. 

There  is  much  need  to  dovetail  the  various  services  providing 
help  for  the  elderly.  The  County  Council  are  proposing  to  extend 
their  plans  for  the  provision  of  welfare  and  health  services  and  to 
support  them  our  Council  has  a vital  role  to  play. 

We  can  provide  suitable  accommodation  for  elderly  and 
handicapped  persons  and  ease  living  conditions  by  improving 
sewerage  and  refuse  collection  services.  Another  way  in  which  we 
can  help  is  to  support  local  voluntary  services  such  as  the  Meals 
on  Wheels  .Service  and  local  Old  Persons’  Clubs.  Preparing  for  old 
age  whilst  still  in  the  vigour  of  middle  age  is  most  valuable  and 
every  effort  should  be  made  by  lectures  and  advice  to  encourage 
such  planning. 

Today  we  are  also  suffering  from  the  disease  of  prosperity, 
and  shopkeepers  are  finding  it  necessary  to  carry  an  ever  widening 
range  of  goods.  Inevitably  there  is  overcrowding  in  the  village 
store  and  this,  to  some  extent,  nullifies  modern  trends  in  pre- 
packing and  refrigeration.  As  a result  greater  responsibility  is 
thrown  on  the  Public  Health  Department  to  instruct  traders  in 
food  handling  and  to  ensure  that  the  highest  standards  are  main- 
tained. 

The  low  incidenteof  infection  due  to  contaminated  food  in 
your  area  is  adequate  testimony  of  the  industry  and  efficiency  of 
your  Public  Health  Staff,  and  I am  grateful  to  them  for  all  the 
help  that  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

Section  47.  This  section  is  concerned  with  the  removal  of 
aged  and  infirm  persons  from  their  homes  when  they  are  not 
receiving  adequate  care  and  attention.  In  most  cases  after  the 
position  has  been  explained  to  them,  the  persons  concerned  consent 
to  leave  home  voluntarily,  but  sometimes  legal  action  is  necessary 
as  a last  resort. 

Section  50.  The  Council  has  the  duty  to  an*ange  the  burial  or 
cremation  of  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  or  is  found  dead 
in  its  area,  when  no  other  suitable  arrangements  can  be  made. 

From  1948  to  1960,  forty-four  such  burials  were  arranged  and 
during  1961  arrangements  were  made  for  the  burial  of  three 
persons.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chelmsford  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1961. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  comments  upon  details  of  the  work 
involved  are  made  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Report. 

The  maintenance  of  a one  hundred  per  cent,  meat  inspection 
.service  continued  to  demand  considerable  overtime  work  on  the 
part  of  your  Meat  Inspectors,  because  of  evening,  week-end  and 
Bank  Holiday  slaughtering,  as  well  as  an  increasing  proportion  of 
their  normal  working  hours.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  depart- 
ment was  understaffed  for  part  of  the  year  and  that  the  total  num- 
ber of  animals  was  over  20  per  cent,  higher  than  in  1960,  this  gives 
some  measure  of  the  work  put  in  by  the  staff.  The  last  time  the 
staff  was  increased  was  during  1958,  since  when  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  has  doubled. 

One  of  the  pleasant  features  of  the  year  was  a tour  of  the 
district  on  the  2nd  October  by  Members  of  the  Council  to  see 
.some  aspects  of  our  work,  including  public  cleansing  and  meat 
inspection. 

1 record  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Chairmen  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  of  the  Council  for 
their  support  and  understanding  throughout  the  year  and  to  Dr. 
Blott  for  his  friendly  help  and  ready  co-operation  at  all  times.  The 
loyalty  and  conscientiousne.ss  of  the  staff  continues  to  be  a great 
asset  to  the  smooth  and  happy  working  of  the  department.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

i.  A one  hundred  per  cent,  meat  inspection  service  was  again 
li  maintained  throughout  the  year.  On  five  evenings  a week,  meat 
inspection  was  in  operation  until  a late  hour;  on  every  Sunday  and 
t Bank  Holiday  there  was  no  respite.  This  overtime  was  in  addition 
' to  the  many  hours  spent  during  normal  office  hours  and  it  inevit- 
k ably  seriously  interfered  with  the  routine  work  of  the  department 
>f  and  with  the  normal  domestic  life  of  the  Inspectors. 

During  the  year,  79,366  animals  were  killed  and  inspected — 
f an  increase  of  20.6%  over  last  year’s  figure.  The  total  weight  of 
3.  meat  condemned  was  53,124  pounds,  a decrease  of  3.7%.  All  con- 
(r  demned  meat  is  conveyed  under  our  supervision  to  the  Knackers 
£ Yard  of  Messrs.  Harrison,  Barber  and  Company  Limited,  from 
where  it  is  transferred  to  their  London  works  for  processing  into 
glycerine,  fertilisers,  etc.

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In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  condemnations,  11  (11  in 
1960)  bovine  carcases  were  found  to  be  affected  with  the  parasite 
Cysticercus  bovis  which  causes  the  condition  commonly  known  as 
“ measly  beef.”  The  carcases  were  released  when  we  were  satisfied 
that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  them  to  be  held  for  three 
weeks  in  a refrigerator  at  20°F.  This  treatment  destroys  the  cysts, 
provided  they  are  not  generalised  in  the  carcase  musculature  as 
well  as  in  the  usual  sites  of  predilection. 

In  the  following  table  is  set  out  the  number  of  the  various 
kinds  of  animals  inspected  during  each  of  the  past  seven  years, 
together  with  the  amount  of  meat  and  edible  offal  condemned.

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  shows  a slight  decrease  com- 
pared with  the  amount  for  1960.  The  amount  of  tubercular  meat 
(4  tons  5cwt.  121b.)  was  approximately  one-sixth  of  the  total,  com- 
pared with  one-quarter  in  1960.  These  figures  reflect  the  effect  of 
the  Bovine  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  condemned  was  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  those  concerned  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to  any  legal 
action.  An  amicable  understanding  exists  between  butchers  and 
the  department  and  in  no  case  has  our  judgment  been  questioned. 
We  have  also  worked  closely  with  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  their  campaign 
to  eradicate  bovine  tuberculosis.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

With  few  exceptions  (those  being  mostly  on  unmade  roads), 
all  premises  now  receive  the  refuse  collection  service;  6,520 
premises  are  scheduled  to  receive  a weekly  collection  and  8,690 
premises  are  scheduled  to  be  visited  fortnightly. 

Shortages  in  the  number  of  suitable  workmen  and  absences 
through  sickness,  holidays  and  others  causes  were  again  a feature 
of  the  year  and  unfortunately  prevented  the  collection  schedules 
being  adhered  to  on  all  occasions.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a 
forty-two-hour  week  was  introduced. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  decided  in  principle 
to  implement  an  incentive  bonus  scheme. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  disused  gravel  pit  (approximately  twelve  acres  in  extent) 
at  Waltham  Road,  Broomfield  (now  owned  by  the  Council),  was 
in  regular  use  as  a refuse  tip.  The  tip  at  Mayes  Lane,  Sandon 
(which  is  rented),  continued  in  use,  but  is  now  almost  completed. 

The  original  Bray  digger-shovel,  which  was  purchased  in  1957, 
was  exchanged  in  November  for  a new  and  improved  model  of  the 
same  make  and  general  design.  The  Bray  purchased  in  August, 
1958,  continued  in  use. 

Depot 

This  consists  of  fourteen  garages,  small  workshop  and  spare 
parts  store,  office,  general  store,  messroom,  locker  room,  drying 
room  and  toilets.  The  greater  part  of  the  yard  is  concreted  and 
there  is  a washdown  area. 

Salvage 

In  .Tanuary.  a new  salvage  bonus  scheme  was  introduced, 
whereby  all  salvage  was  sold  by  the  Council  and  the  proceeds 
shared  equally  between  the  Council  and  the  workmen.  Later,  this 
ratio  was  altered  to  one-third  and  two-thirds  in  favour  of  the 
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a workmen.  During  the  year,  the  total  proceeds  amounted  to  £975, 
; of  which  the  Council  retained  £420. 

Nightsoil  Collection 

I The  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  in  the  follow- 
ing parishes  by  a contractor,  Mr.  G.  Barker,  of  Steeple,  for  the 
sum  of  £80  a quarter.

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FOREIGN  VISITORS 

Several  Doctors  of  Medicine  and  Public  Health  Inspectors 
from  abroad,  many  of  them  attending  Courses  at  the  London 
School  of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine,  have  visited  the  Depart- 
ment during  the  year — as  in  former  years — to  see  various  items 
of  public  health  interest  in  a progressive  rural  district,  including 
refuse  collection  and  disposal,  dairy  farms  and  milk  production 
and  slaughterhouses. 

PETROLEUM  LICENCES  IN  FORCE  DURING  1961 

During  the  year,  178  licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit  were 
granted.  Of  these  126  were  for  private  installations  (not  for  re-sale 
to  the  public)  and  52  for  filling  stations. 

Six  licences  for  the  storage  of  cellulose  were  granted. 

The  total  licensed  storage  capacity  was  250,590  gallons  for 
petroleum  spirit  and  300  gallons  of  cellulose. 

The  amount  received  in  fees  was  £133  5s.  Od. 
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
